$1,871, 716. 


For the first four. months this 
year, imports totalled’ $1,82,692,061, 
as compared with 1938’s $221,385,- 
953; this represents a drop in im- 
ports for the period January to 
April ,(inclusive)' of $38,793,892. 
Exports over the same period this 
year totalled $170,081,924 and last 
year $186,782,138, a decrease of

The Jewish Agency communique 
on the White Paper declares that 
in effect the new policy denies the 
Jewish people the right to recon- 
stitute their national home in their 
ancestral country. 

The policy transfers authority to 
the Arab majority and puts the 
Jews at the mercy of that major- 
ity. It also establishes a territor- 
jal ghetto for the Jews in their own 
homeland. 

“BREACH OF FAITH” 

The Jewish people regard this 
“breach of faith” as a surrender to 
Arab terrorism and one which wi- 
dens the breach between Jews and 
Arabs. 

It is a policy to which the Jews 
will not acquiesce. The new re- 
gime will only be maintained by 
force. : 

In the darkest hour. of Jewish his- 
tory, Britain proposes to deprive

The escorting warships stcod across the river as 
the liner docked. A few minutes later Mr. 
Mackenzie King (the Canadian Premier) went) 
on board and greeted Their’ Majesties, who 
landed at 7.35 p.m. (British Standard Time). .- 


As they walked down the gang- 
way there was a fanfare of 
trumpets, while the ‘Citadel. boom- 
ed a salute of 21 guns which the 
escorting warships echoed. 

Many spectators used telescopes, 
while some stood riskily on the 
slippery surface of the cliffs. 

- After being greeted by various 
dignitaries, Their Majesties were 
escorted to a dais where members 
of the Dominion Cabinet and other 
notabilities and their wives, were 


’ presented to them. 


VAST CROWDS 

After the ceremony on the quay- 
side Their Majesties drove in. an 
open maroon car with the Royal 
Standard tlying to the Legislative 
Building, while vast crowds cheer- 
ed themselves hcarse. 

Mr. Maurice Duplessis, Premier 
of Quebec Province, officially wel- 
coming the King and Queen to the 
Legislative Building, expressed 
“sentiments of joy, respect, loyal- 


‘ty and affection of the entire pro- 
_ vince. of Quebec, and particularly. 


Canadians of French descent.” 
Mr. Duplessis recalled the visits 


of King George V in 1908, when 


Prince of Wales, and Queen Mary 
in 1901. 


CRADLE OF NATION 

He said: “We are overjoyed that 
the Royal visit has begun at 
Quebec, the cradle of the Canadian 
nation, where its destinies were 
decided and responsible - 
ment won, 

“We shall - ‘never cease. to con- 
sider the Throne as the bulwark of 
our democratic 
constitutional liberties.” 

Their Majesties then drove to 
the Citaffel, residence of the Gov- 
ernor-General, following the cliff- 
side road over - pa’ reifletore te 
Wolfe’s army clamber ore the 
Battle of Quebec, :

The King handed to Mr. Duplessis 
the reply to his address of wel- 
come, in which His Majesty ex- 
pressed -heartful appreciation: of ‘the 
warm welcome tendered ‘the Queen 
and himself. 


He added: “Canadians of French 
descent are justly proud of their 
ancestry and deeply attached to 
their customs and language. 

“They have, in association with 
their compatriots of other lineage, 
evolved a common citizenship unit- 
ed in love for Canada, loyalty to 
the Crown and devotion to the

restrained, and ‘his’ conversation 
that of a well-informed; - -intelli- 
gent man. The impression con- 
veyed is. that of a character quite: 
different from that of Hitler. 
There does not seem to be about 
Stalin anything of the neurotic, 
emotional, ranting fanatic such as 
Hitler is. Stalin suggests a cold- 
ly .determined, practical man, 
who has moved steadily forward 


toa position of great power and 


who is resolved to keep it at all 


costs, but who at the same time . 


cares little for the o1 tward trap- 
pings or adornments of power. 


‘What his. real character and - 


‘policy are seems to be a mystery. 
- There have been indiegtiona in 
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recent years that ‘he vesily cares 
very little about -the .economic 
theories bequeathed -by' Lenin. 
The constitution which he ap- 
proved for Russia in 1936 cer- 
tainly contains definite provisions 
for the restoration of private pro- 


perty in Russia to a certain ex- . 


tent. At the time of its intro- 
‘duction it almost seemed as if 
Russia was on the way back to 
something like a normal country, 
governed by a small’ oligarchy, 
but without the rigid, unpracti- 
eal communist theories which 
were Lenin’s way of revenging 
the execution of his ‘brother by- 


the Czar’s police in pre-war days.

Then in August, 1936, came a 
sudden change, heralded by the 
execution in Moscow of Zinovieff 
and his fellow-prisoners.

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GAFENCU'S 
BID FOR BALKAN 
COOPERATION 


Bucharest, To-day. 

Close economic union of the 
four countries forming, the Bal- 
kan Entente, was envisaged by 
Dr. Gafencu, the Rumanian For- 
eign Minister, in an address at 
yesterday’s opening session of 
the Entente’s Economic Council. 
Recent happenings, he _ said, 
would help ‘+o bring this goal 
nearer realization. 


Although the Balkan Entente 


bore primarily a political charac- 
ter,' it had become .necessary to 
buttress it by some sort of trade 
organisation. 

Collaboration between members 
of the Entente particularly in the 
field of production and communica- 
tions had become imperative in 
order to achieve their, common 
ideal which could be summed up 
in the words — peace, security and 
independence. 


BULGARIA’S REFUSAL 


After referring to the outstand- 
ing part played by the Danube in 
the system of Balkan communica- 
tions, the Rumanian Minister gave 
the assurance that there was not 
the slightest intention to exclude 
any of the Balkan countries from 
the planned trade organisation. 
He deplored the fact that Bulgaria 
had declined to accept an invita- 
tion to attend the conference. It 
deserved to be borne in mind, he 
added, that the Balkan Entente
